Labor  lost  one 
of  its  chief  figures  from  Parliament 
in  the  defeat  of  Mr.  Arthur  Header 
son.  VVidnes  was  regarded  as  oac  of 
the  key  contests  of  tbe  campaign, 
from  the  Labor  standpoint.  Mr. 
Arthur  Henderson  won  that  seat 
from  the  Unionist  wing  of  the  Coali' 
tion  at  a  by-election  in  1919.  after  the 
constituency  had  been  represented  by 
a  Conservative  for  twenty  years.  One 
of  the  big  iasues  in  the  campaign 
there  was  Mr.  Headerson's  declara- 
tion of  war  afalast  privata  antarprise 
and  the  confisebtQry  proposals  out- 
lined in  the  Labor  Party's  election 
manifesto.  Mr.  Hcndersoa's  major- 
hy  in  1919  was  97g.  He  was  defeated 
on  Wednesday,  his  Conservative  op- 
ponent.
